affection, the sun. But arrayed 
against their hopes of making it must 
through the summer without 
pain are sun tan preparations 
which offer no protection; sun- 
burn remedies whose curative 
powers are disputed; 
drugs, 


soaps and cosmetics which can 
make sun bathers super-sensi- 
tive, and their own ignorance. 


Americans spend more than 


$50 million a year looking for 
the right suntan preparation, 
although an official of the Food 
and Drug Administration says, 
"There's nothing'that Trill pre- 
vent a sunburn except staying 
out of the sun." 


The American Medical Asso- 


ciation won't go that far. It 
cautions moderation 
in ex- 


posure to the sun and says, 
"Properly applied suntan lotion 
can be helpful in preventing a 
burn and promoting • tan if 
you use one suited to your 
needs." 


That's the problem. 
"The selection of one brand 


of suntan preparation over an- 
other is virtually a hlt-and-miu 
procedure," said the AMA'i 
Committee on Cosmetics.

How widely the effectiveness 


of products that claim to pre- 
vent sunburn can vary was in- 
dicated by a study in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 


The study showed that three 


experimental formulas, which 
nave since been marketed, fil- 
tered out as much as 80 per 
cent of the sun's burning rays. 
The more popular products in 
the same line provided about 10 
per cent protection, with sev- 
eral others offering even less. 


The study, done on human 


volunteers, said none of the 24 
popular brands tested offered 
adequate protection for more 
than an hour, and 20 products 
afforded almost no protection 
for even 30 minutes when the 
subjects were sweating heavily.

system clawed northeastern Ok- 
lahoma Wednesday night with 
pounding hail, driving rain and 
80-mile-an-hour winds. Damage 
was so extensive that an accu- 
rate estimate may not be possi- 
ble for days.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Eu- 


gene Kelley, executive secretary 
to Gov. Dale Bumpers, said 
Wednesday that a number of 
adjustments will be made in 
the preliminary legislative re- 
districting plans because errors 
have been found in maps on 
which the board's work was 
based. 


Kelley said, however, that he 


expected no major change in 
district lines to result. 


The board has tentatively ap- 


proved plans to draw new dis- 
tricts for the Arkansas Senate 
and House of Representatives, 
but neither plan has been 
finalized. 


The errors stemmed from the 


fact that the maps were not 
completely up-to-date in its re- 
flection of city limits and town- 
ship lines, Kelley said. 


He said that if county clerks 


would check 
to 
determine 


whether the board's tentative 
plans accurately reflected coun- 
ty township lines and if city of- 
ficials would make the same de- 
termination as to municipal 
boundaries, the board would 
make appropriate adjustments 
before the plans are given 
final adoption. 


Without correction of such er- 


rors, officials would encounter 
problems in distributing ballots 
to the proper areas at election 
time, Kelley said. 


"These are the sort of prob- 


lems the governor was con- 
cerned about throughout the 
process of drawing new district 
lines," Kelley said. 


The maps in question were 


provided by the office of Sec- 
retary of State Kelly Bryant, 
but Kelley said he did not be- 
lieve that Bryant had been re- 
sponsible for any unexplainable 
oversight. 


"The maps are constantly in 


a state of change," he said. 
"We thought we had checked 
everything, but it's extremely 
easy to have an oversight in 
this matter." 


Kelley said the errors should 


have been discovered early in 
the redistricting process when 
census figures, on which redis- 
tricting is based, were being 
posted o/i thC maps, by Indivi- 
duals loaned to the board by 
the state Highway Department 
and Legislative Joint Auditing 
Committee. 


The board had processed on 


the assumption that the data 
prepared for the redistricting 
process was accurate, although 
it wasn't, Kelley said. 


Thus far, about a half-dozen 


errors have been called to his 
attention, he said. 


One concerns an error in the 


board's map in the limits of 
West Memphis, Kelley said.

Through 
a hole or tear a portion of 
the small intestine slips out 
of the abdominal cavity. This 
is what you feel. 


I am not very enthusiastic 


about cushions or other de- 
vices used to apply external 
pressure to a hernia. In al- 
m o s t every instance the 
proper medical approach is 
a surgical repair. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I read 


your column regarding en- 
largement 
of the prostate 


gland. My brother has a sim- 
ilar condition and the doctor 
said it is malignant. Do you 
advise an operation in this 
case? 


Dear Reader—A decision 


to operate or not depends on 
the total picture of the pa- 
tient. Sometimes there are 
enough complications 
asso- 


ciated with the problem to 
rule out surgery. In addition 
to doing surgery on the pros- 
tate gland itself w h e n a 
cancer is present, sometimes 
the testicles are 
removed 


and a female hormone is ad- 
ministered. 


All of these measures are 


designed 
to decrease the 


growth of prostate tissue 
and any tumors that may 
have developed from the dis- 
semination 
of the malig- 


nancy to other parts of the 
body, if any have.

Instead they 
tried to read personal state- 
ments in court denouncing the 
indictment and the Vietnam 
war. 


Herman refused to permit 


reading of the statements, rul- 
ing them as "out of place," but 
accepted them for the record. 


In a joint statement following 


the arraignment the defendants 
reaffirmed their previous dec- 
laration: 
"We 
are 
neither 


bombers, nor kidnapers nor 
conspirators." 


Berrigan, a Roman Catholic 


priest and the alleged master-

The sawtooth oak is a prolific producer of 
acorns . . . a favorite food of deer, wild turkeys and 
squirrels. 


Camden—International Paper 


Company is planting a new type 
of oak tree on an experimental 
basis in selected areas of 
Arkansas, Louisiana, and Texas. 
The pilot program will deter- 
mine the feasibility of planting 
sawtooth oak trees in pine 
plantations 
to 
supplement 


natural wildlife food on the 
Company's forest holdings. 


The sawtooth oak, technically 


named Quercus 
acutissima, 


originated in the Orient. The 
tree, described by the Soil 
Conservation Service as a choice 
food tree for wildlife, grows to be 
a'uout 70 feet in height with 
foliage resembling that of a 
chestnut tree. 


Acorns are large, with a yield 


of 40 to 80 acorns per pound when 
freshly fallen and more resistant 
to damage from common insects 
and disease than native acorns. 


In test plantings in Arkansas 


and Louisiana, the Soil Con- 
servation Service has reported 
that individual sawtooth oak 
trees have produced acorns 
within three years after planting, 
but they usually begin producing 
at the age of six years. The 
sawtooth oak is capable of 
producing large quantities of 
acorns annually, whereas white 
oak, 
post oak and southern red 


oak seldom produce their first 
acorns before their twenty-fifth 
year and their erratic acorn 
yield rarely exceeds 15 to 20 
pounds per tree. 


International 
Paper 
has 


purchased 3,000 sawtooth oak 
seedlings, according to David 
Campbell, Regional Forester for 
the 
Company's 
Western 


Woodlands Region in Camden, 
Arkansas. A portion of 
the 


sawtooth oak seedlings have 
been planted in seed orchards on 
I-P lands in Calhoun County, 
Arkansas; 
Tyler 
and 


Nacogdoches County, Texas; 
and Vernon Parish, Louisiana. 


The sawtooth seedlings will be 


cultivated and fertilized to gain 
full potential from the trees. 
Acorns will be gathered from 
these trees as they mature under 
garden-like conditions in the 
seed orchards and will be 
planted in and around pine 
plantations the Company has 
established. 


The seed orchards in which the 


sawtooth oaks will be grown 
were originally created as part 
of International Paper Com- 
pany's 
Tree 
Improvement 


Program. Another species of 
hardwood, cherry bark oak, is 
also being grown in these seed 
orchards. 


Sawtooth oak seedlings not 


planted in seed orchards have 
been planted under varying 
conditions on Company lands to 
determine the most favorable 
growing sites for the species. The 
seedlings 
will be checked 


periodically by Company per- 
sonnel to evaluate the tree in 
relations to its growing habits. 
Other species of hardwood trees 
being planted on Company land 
under this program include 
sweetgum, sycamore, green ash, 
hack berry and willow oak. 


Campbell noted that it is the 


hope of International Paper 
Company that the sawtooth oak 
will improve the wildlife habitat, 
particularly for squirrels and 
deer.

PARIS (AP) — North Viet-

"If the American delegate to- 


day does not announce a rea- 
sonable date for the withdrawal 
of all U.S. forces, then the con- 
ference can make no further 
progress." 


As he spoke, about 170 rela- 


tives of Americans held prison- 
er or missing 
in Indochina

Withdrawal 
Would Avert 
Drug Blight

SASHINGTON (AP) — A new 


congressional report says so 
many American soldiers in 
Vietnam are being hooked on 
heroin that President Nixon 
should withdraw all U.S. troops 
unless the drug traffic is halt- 
ed. 


The report, prepared for the 


House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, says many high-ranking 
Laotian, Thai and Vietnamese 
officials have a major hand in 
illegal drug sales to GIs. In 
some cases, it says, U.S. planes 
and diplomatic pouches are 
used to ferry opium and heroin 
into Saigon. 


The report recommends the 


President "take personal com- 
mand of the struggle to elimi- 
nate the illegal international 
traffic in narcotics, particularly 
heroin, and commit the full re- 
sources of the country to that 
battle." 


If these efforts fail, the study 


said, "The only solution is to 
withdraw American servicemen 
from Southeast Asia." 


Rep. Robert Steele, R-Conn., 


is principal author of the report 
compiled after he and Rep. 
Morgan 
F. 
Murphy, D-I1L, 


toured Southeast Asia earlier 
this year. 


An earlier report from the 


House Armed Services Com- 
mittee also described corrup- 
tion in the drug trade among 
South Vietnamese officials, but 
stopped short of indicating how 
heroin gets into Vietnam. 


"In Laos, government armed 


forces are major wholesalers of 
opium and heroin and have 
been directly involved in large- 
scale smuggling activity," the 
new 
study 
says. 
"Reliable 


sources report that at least two 
high-ranking Laotian officials, 
military and governmental, in- 
cluding the chief of the Laotian 
general staff, are deeply in- 
volved in smuggling activity."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Acci- 


dents of alphabet and origin 
place a lawyer named Ichord 
from Licking, Mo., somewhere 
in the middle of both the roll of 
the House and the America it 
represents.

is No. 1 when he presides over 
a House committee born 33 
years ago today.

condemner of Communists. 


He retains that seat by being

When he takes the floor, he

and last week's public hearings 
aimed at the same subject. 


"This is one of the things that 


concerns me about this whole 
matter," Ichord said in an in- 
terview. He is concerned the 
speech "received little attention 
in the nation's press, not at all 


on the East Coast. Whenever the 
committee takes some action 
that might appear to be adverse 
to the objective of the com- 
mittee, that phone just rings off 
the hook from you fellows in the 
press. 


"And I think that's what hap- 


pened in this respect, it re- 
ceived no publicity at all until 
the National Peace Action Coa- 
lition called a press conference 
for the purpose of denying the 
allegations that I made in the 
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which heroin is produced is 
grown in Burma and processed 
to Laos or Thailand.

report said, adding there is evi- 
dence some diplomatic pouches 
carried from embassy to em- 
bassy also have been used for 
smuggling. 


Some Thai soldiers carry he- 


roin into Saigon without fear of 
being caught, according to the 
study. 
Steele has estimated between 


15 and 20 per cent of Ameri- 
cans in Vietnam have used he- 
roin. 


The National Coalition and 


the People's Coalition for Peace 
and Justice, which joined with 
the Mayday Collective as spon- 
sors of antiwar protests here in 
late April and early May, are 
targets as Ichord's panel in- 
vestigates alleged 
subversive 


influence among leaders of 
peace groups. 


The panel took four days of 


testimony last week, set more 
for next month, and Ichord 
said—in light of evidence at the 
hearings—his April 6 speech 
was "the understatement of the 
year." 


Ichord, who turns 45 next 


month, is the youngest chair- 
man of a House committee. 
Since taking over leadership of 
the panel in 1969, when he was 
in only his fifth term in Con- 
gress, Ichord has been trying to 
change the committee's image.

Soviet and 
Egypt Renew 
Old Ties

Soviet President Nikolai V. 


Podgorny and Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat maintained a 
united front in speeches at a 
Cairo banquet Wednesday night 
despite Sadat's recent purge of 
the most pro-Soviet members of 
his regime. 


The 
two 
presidents con- 


demned U.S. support of Israel, 
although Sadat indicated he 
will keep talking with Washing- 
ton in an effort to reach an 
agreement allowing him to re- 
open the Suez Canal. 


Podgorny and Sadat talked 


privately for an hour Wednes- 
day in what an Egyptian offi- 
cials described as a "friendly 
and important session," then 
insructed their aides to make 
a detailed joint study of Soviet- 
Egyptian relations. 


Qualified informants said the 


Soviets pledged containued sup- 
port to Sadat in a bid to main- 
tain "cordial relations." And 
Podgorny at a banquet given 
for him Wednesday night said 
he was "relieved" to find^the 
Sadat government pursuing the 
policies of the late President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 


Although Podgorny obviously 


came to Cairo to assess the sit- 
uation in the wake of Sadat's 
purge of leading leftists 
he 


charged were plotting to over- 
throw him, there was no public 
mention of the power struggle 
or the arrest cf such Kremlin 
supporters as Vice President 
Aly Sabry, Information Minis- 
ter Mohamed Fayek and presi- 
dential aide Sami Sharaf. 


Instead the two presidents, in 


their speeches at the banquet, 
concentrated their fire on the 
U.S. government and accused it 
of sabotaging peace efforts in 
the Middle East by its contin- 
ued support of Israel. 


Sadat said his government 


has told Washington it regards 
continued military and finan- 
cial backing for Israel as "tan- 
tamount to participation in the 
occupation of our land."

38 GIs Are 
Killed 
in Week 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command reported today that 
38 Americans died in combat in 
Indochina last week. It was the 
highest total in three weeks, 
but it did not include all of the 
30 men killed in three North 
Vietnamese shelling attacks 
last Friday. 


A spokesman for the com- 


mand, Maj. Richard Gardner, 
said he did not know how many 
of the 30 were included and 
how many were not. He said 
those 
who were 
not 
were 


omitted because of delays in 
the reporting system. Gardner 
said the rest would be included 
in this week's total, which will 
be announced next Thursday. 


Another 50 Americans were 


wounded in the three attacks, 
all of which were made on U.S. 
bases in South Vietnam's north- 
ernmost provinces. Most of the 
casualties occurred at a base 
called Charlie 2, just below the 
demilitarized zone. 


The weekly summary report- 


ed 92 Americans wounded in 
action last week, a sharp drop 
from 240 the previous week and 
the lowest total since Jan. 3-9, 
when 83 were reported. But the 
total did not include all 50 
wounded in the three shellings. 


The spokesman also reported 


11 Americans dead from such 
nonhostile causes as accidents 
or illness last week, compared 
with 27 the week before. 


The summary raised the total 


number of Americans reported 
killed in action in the war to 
45,183 and the total wounded to 
299,434. Deaths from nonhostile 
causes total 9,548.
